system. And may I add that there are only a handful of people in 
government and industry who do have this understanding. It may 
never be entirely possible to prevent deliberate leaks of this 
nature, particularly when m cleared individual is determined to 
pass classified information in support of his own or institetional 
interests. But certain I am that continual public boasting about 
our satellite reconnaissance capability will net only invite bat 
guarantee Soviet countermeasures which nay well put in jeopardy 
our capacity to verify ary SALT treaties or agreements. A reference 
by you to this point at a Cabinet or BSC meeting would be most 
helpful. 
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
